FAVORS A NEW SCHOOL 


Sixth Ward Civic League Urges Ni 


Building- to Take PIAcc of l're>eiit 
Kivcr Street School — Miss Frascr 
Cites Address. 
The recently-organized Civic league 


of the sixth ward went on record last 
night in favor of a new school build- 
ing in that ward, but postponed until 
a later meeting any further action on 
the subject. 
There was a large attendance at 


the meeting, which was held in the 
River street school, and several new- 
members were taken into the league. 
The school question has aroused great 
interest in the sixth ward, and the 
discussion was general at the meet- 
ing, although it was necessarily brief 
on account of other features of the 
evening. Dr. Dann spoke with refer- 
ence to the school problem, explain- 
ing the overcrowded condition of the 
present structure and the necessity of 
(providing additional facilities in the 
near future.

HOW CODY GOT NICKNAME OP 


-BUFFALO BILL" 


When tbe Kansas Pacific railroad 


wus being built through Kansas in 
1807-68 it was necessary to provide 
food for an army of mow than 1,500 
track-layers. A source of supply was 
near at hand—vast herds of buffalo— 
nnd men were hired to do nothing else 
but kill these animals for food. One 
of the best-known of the hunters was 
William Frederick Cody, a youo ~ fron- 
tiersman who had been a pony express 
rider and guide for General Custer. 
• The work was dangerous, for the In- 
dians did all they could to stop prog- 
ress on the railroad. They especially 
hated tt «se hunters who killed more I 
buffalo in one day than they destroyed 
in a week, and Cody took his life in | 
his hands every time he went out.
